Those  whose  attendance  records  have  been  perfect  are  also 
complimented. 

"Quill  and  Scroll"  is  an  international  high  school  journalistic  society  to  which  members 
of  the  bi-weekly,  "Bucyzian,"  and  the  Annual  staffs  are  elected  if  they  done  outstanding 
work,  if  they  are  in  the  upper  third  of  their  class,   and  are  students  ol   excellent  character.

The  1947-1948  basketball  squad  had  the  most  successful  season  any 
Bucyrus  team  has  had  in  many  years.  The  boys  kept  up  a  true  fighting 
spirit  through  thick  and  thin,  many  times  battling  from  behind  to  nab  a 
victory.  During  the  regular  season  they  won  13  games  and  lost  4,  had  the 
best  offense  of  any  team  in  the  Northern  Ohio  League,  and  placed  second 
behind  Bellevue  in  the  league.  Also  in.  their  midst  was  a  player  who 
set  a  new  Bycurus  High  scoring  record  of  302  points  in  17  games.  This 
man  was  Captain  Jim  Gallant,  one  of  the  finest  basketball  players  ever 
seen  on  Bucyrus  courts. 
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Basketball  Summaries 

The  1947-48  Bucyrus  basketball  squad  started  off  the  most  successful  season  in 
many  years  by  edging  Tiffin  Columbian,  41-38,  on  the  home  court.  Captain  Jim  Gallant 
commenced  building  his  record,  making  302  markers  by  leading  the  scoring  with  21 
points.     The  team  looked  very  sharp  and  showed  much  promise  for  an  excellent  year. 

In  a  rather  rough  and  low  scoring  contest  on  the  local  boards,  the  Redmen  grab- 
bed their  second  win  of  the  young  season  by  defeating  Marion  St.  Mary's  30-23.  Dis- 
playing little  scoring  punch  and  a  poor  average  from  the  foul  line,  the  varsity  neverthe- 
less played  a  good  defensive  game  and  spread  their  30  counters  quite  e\'enly  throughout 
the  four  quarters. 

The  Redmen  continued  their  victory  march  by  downing  the  Shelby  Whippets  in 
the  first  league  game  of  the  year  played  on  the  home  floor.  Staging  a  last  quarter  rally, 
the  varsity  broke  away  from  the  visitors  for  the  first  time  during  the  contest  and  the 
score  ended  44-39.  Captain  Gallant  led  the  home  forces  by  dropping  in  10  field  goals  and 
3  charity  tosses  for  a  total  of  23  points. 

The  Redmen  lost  their  first  game  of  the  season  to  the  Crestline  Bulldogs  on  the 
Crestline  court,  50-46.  The  rough  and  hard  fought  contest  saw  Crestline  come  from  be- 
hind to  take  the  lead  in  the  last  half  and  finally  end  up  on  the  long  end  of  the  score.  .Jim 
Gallant  took  top  scoring  honors  for  both  sides  with  17  points. 

Undaunted  by  their  defeat  at  the  hands  of  Crestline,  the  Redmen  took  to  the 
warpath  against  Gallon  and  came  home  with  another  victory  to  add  to  the  year's  string 
of  conquests.  Overcoming  a  Gallon  lead  early  in  the  first  quarter,  Bucyrus'  lead  was 
never  again  in  danger  as  they  walked  off  the  floor  with  a  56-43  victory.  Top  scoring 
honors  again  went  to  Jim  Gallant  who  netted  25  markers. 

Encouraged  by  their  last  victory  at  Gallon,  Bucyrus  was  in  top  form  when  they 
met  the  Upper  Sandusky  Rams  on  the  home  court.  The  Redmen  baffled  the  Rams  with  a 
wide-open,  point  scoring  offensive  and  a  tight  defense  that  allowed  Upper  only  2  goals  in 
the  second  half.  It  was  a  rough  and  tumble  contest  that  saw  four  Bucyrus  men  and  2 
Rams  leave  the  game  via  personal  fouls  or  arguments  before  the  final  58-28  had  been 
chalked  up. 

The  Bucyrus  cagers  playing  their  be.st  game  of  the  year  before  a  home  crowd, 
defeated  a  tough,  rangy  squad  from  Marion  Harding,  in  one  of  those  thrillers  that  you 
often  hear  about  but  seldom  see.  Bucyrus  walked  off  with  a  64-60  victory  that  had  every- 
one on  his  feet  from  the  last  minutes  of  the  fourth  quarter  to  the  final  buzzer  of  the  over- 
time. Jim  Gallant  and  Larry  Morton  led  the  scoring  for  Bucyrus  with  21  and  17  points 
respectively. 

The  Bucyrus  Redmen's  hopes  for  winning  the  league  took  a  very  serious  topple 
v/hen  the  Gallon  Tigers  defeated  them  in  a  league  contest  played  on  the  home  boards. 
The  Tigers,  putting  on  a  terrific  rally  in  the  last  two  quarters  overcame  an  early  Bucy- 
rus lead  and  went  on  to  win  in  the  final  minutes.  Self  of  Gallon  took  top  scoring  honors 
for  the  evening  with  24  points  while  Gallant  topped  the  Bucyrus  roster  with  14. 

In  a  low  scoring  contest  that  saw  more  action  in  the  last  three  minutes  than  in 
the  rest  of  the  whole  game,  the  Bucyrus  Redmen  pounded  out  a  33-25  decision  over  the 
Shelby  Whippets  on  the  latter's  floor.  Neither  squad  seemed  able  to  get  up  steam  until 
the  game  was  almost  gone.  Then  with  only  three  minutes  left  in  the  fourth  quarter  the 
Redmen,  with  the  score  tied  at  22  all,  piled  in  11  points  and  walked  off  the  floor  leaving 
the  Whippets  with  something  to  think  about.     Larry  Morton  had  10  points  for  the  win- 
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ners,  one  short  of  Gate's  11  tallies  which  was  high  for  the  evening.  Walt  Light  turned  in 
another  fine  exhibition  of  foul  shooting  by  netting  4  out  of  4  and  bringing  his  string  to 
nine  straight  charity  throws. 

The  Bucyrus  Redmen  grabbed  up  win  number  8  and  their  second  league  victory 
by  defeating  the  Willard  Flashes  in  a  runaway  game,  which  featured  plenty  of  scoring 
punch  for  both  teams,  the  visiting  Redmen  throwing  in  76  points — 27  of  which  came  in 
the  last  quarter — and  Willard  tossing  41  markers  through  the  hoop.  Bill  Kibler  stole  the 
spotlight  in  the  make-points  department  by  parting  the  nets  ten  times  from  the  field  and 
three  times  from  the  foul  stripe  for  a  total  of  23  points. 

The  Redmen  avenged  their  earlier  season's  defeat  by  Crestline  when  they  thor- 
oughly whipped  the  Bulldogs  to  the  tune  of  59-39  in  a  league  game  on  the  home  floor. 
Any  hopes  that  the  Crestliners  may  have  had  of  a  repeat  victory  were  quickly  banished 
as  the  rampaging  Redmen  took  an  early  lead  and  kept  extending  it  as  the  contest  wore 
on.  The  team  showed  unusually  fine  play  both  offensively  and  defensively.  Their  accu- 
rate shooting  and  tight  defense  proved  to  be  far  superior  to  anything  the  Bulldogs  could 
muster.  Center  Gene  Grove,  besides  playing  his  usual  scrappy  defensive  game,  also  bag- 
ged 11  points,  bis  best  effort  to  that  date.  Captain  Jim  Gallant  was  once  again  the  lead- 
ing scorer  with  27  points  to  his  credit. 

The  Redmen  from  Bellevue,  fighting  off  a  19  point  rally  in  the  last  quarter  by 
the  Bucyrus  Redmen,  cinched  the  Northern  Ohio  League  basketball  trophy  by  dropping 
Bucyrus  50-44  on  the  winners'  court.  The  varsity  just  couldn't  find  the  range  as  they 
missed  al  17  field  goal  tries  during  the  first  quarter.  Just  after  the  second  half  had  begun 
they  pulled  within  4  points  of  tying  the  score  but  the  winners  soon  set  to  work  and  once 
again  built  up  a  safe  lead.    Bill  Kibler  and  Jim  Gallant  had  13  and  12  respectively. 

Once  again  hitting  their  stride,  playing  good  ball  all  the  way,  the  Redmen  rolled 
to  an  easy  73-54  victory  over  hapless  Willard  in  a  contest  played  on  the  home  court.  The 
varsity  took  command  right  from  the  start  and  the  Flashes  never  threatened  during  the 
entire  contest.  Captain  Jim  Gallant  enjoyed  one  of  the  best  nights  of  his  playing  career 
as  he  split  the  nets  for  31  counters,  the  highest  individual  showing  for  quite  a  while  at 
this  school.  All  the  varsity  players  saw  action  at  some  time  during  the  game  and  every- 
one but  the  Willard  players  enjoyed  a  good  evening. 

Playing  harder  than  they  had  ever  played  before,  the  Bucyrus  Redmen,  having 
trailed  the  entire  game  by  4  to  8  points,  came  through  in  the  waning  minutes  to  defeat 
the  scrappy  Norwalk  Raiders  47-46  on  the  Raiders'  court,  thus  securing  the  second-place 
spot  in  the  Northern  Ohio  League.  Never  before  was  the  term  "fighting  Redmen"  more 
vividly  proven  than  during  this  contest.  Any  lesser  team  would  have  given  up  long  be- 
fore that  final  quarter  as  the  Norwalk  five  constantlj^  kept  ahead  by  timely  buckets  and 
expert  guarding.  Bill  Kibler  turned  in  a  fine  fourth  quarter  performance  as  he  tossed 
in  several  buckets  and  then  slipped  the  game's  winning  points  through  the  hoop  with 
only  seconds  to  play.  Jim  Gallant  kept  his  high  average  by  netting  18  points  followed  by 
Kibler  with  11. 

Maybe  it  was  the  jinx  of  Friday  the  13th,  but  more  probably  it  was  the  fact  that 
the  Redmen  forgot  about  Madison's  15  game  winning  streak  and  played  their  usual  hard 
fighting  brand  of  basketball.  At  any  rate  as  the  final  gun  went  off,  Mansfield  was  left 
nursing  their  first  defeat  of  the  season,  administered  at  the  hands  of  Bucyrus  to  the  tune 
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of  39-27.  Larry  Morton,  enjoying  one  of  his  best  nights  of  the  season  led  the  scoring 
with  15  markers. 

Fate  seems  to  have  provided  that  the  Redmen  lose  every  fourth  game  this  year; 
for,  once  again,  after  downing  Willard,  Norwalk  and  Mansfield  in  the  three  preceding 
games  ,the  varsity  met  defeat,  this  time  at  the  hands  of  Marion  Harding,  a  team  which 
they  had  subdued  earlier  in  the  season.  Bucyrus  was  not  beaten  badly,  the  score  was 
51-46,  but  at  no  time  during  the  game  did  they  show  much  of  the  form  displayed  through- 
out the  season.     Morton  and  Gallant  led  the  Bucyrus  scoring  by  netting  15  points  apiece. 

Playing  what  was  probably  the  wildest  and  certainly  one  of  the  most  exciting 
games  of  the  year,  the  fighting  Redmen  came  through  in  the  last  half  to  subdue  the  much 
improved  Upper  Sandusky  Rams  55-47  and  thus  cinch  the  second  place  position  in  the 
Northern  Ohio  Basketball  League.  It  was  also  a  history  making  contest  for  in  the  fourth 
quarter,  senior  guard  and  captian  Jim  Gallant,  after  taking  a  pass  from  one  of  his  team- 
mates, pivoted  and  sank  a  beautiful  left  handed  shot  which  put  his  season's  total  over  the 
300  mark,  an  all  time  Bucyrus  High  School  record.  Gallant,  Morton  and  Kibler  each  had 
13  points  followed  closely  by  Grove  who  netted  11.  Walt  Light  and  Bob  Butcher  each 
turned  in  fine  defensive  performances.

The  Bucyrus  squad,  having  been  seeded  2nd  behind  Findlay,  started  their  tour- 
nament play  by  downing  Lima  South  42-36.  Playing  with  a  bad  case  of  "first  night  jit- 
ters" hanging  over  their  heads,  the  Redmen  struggled  along  for  the  first  three  quarters 
and  finally  came  to  life  in  time  to  snare  the  victory.

Only  a  last  quarter 
spurt  of  15  points  and  a  quality  to  meet  the  final  minutes'  test  pulled  the  game  from  the 
flames  for  the  Redmen.    Captain  Gallant  once  more  led  the  team  with  15  points. 

The  Bucyrus  Redmen  gained  the  district  cage  finals  by  defeating  a  scrappy  St. 
Marys' five  44-40.  The  local  five  gained  an  early  lead  in  this  contest,  lost  it,  and  then 
came  through  with  important  points  in  the  final  minutes  when  the  pressure  was  on.  This 
victory  broke  a  jinx  of  the  season's  standings  as  it  was  the  fourth  win  in  a  row.  Pre- 
viously three  wins  was  the  most  the  team  was  able  to  maintain  at  one  time. 

Outplayed,  but  never  outfought,  the  Redmen  went  down  to  their  worst  defeat 
01  the  season  at  the  hands  of  the  powerful  Findlay  Trojans,  a  team  which  looked  like 
state  championship  material.  The  Findlay  five  were  the  first  to  score  and  although  Bucy- 
rus stayed  within  2  points  of  them  for  a  quarter  and  a  half,  the  Trojans  were  never  be- 
hind as  they  went  on  to  win  easily,  55-26.  Bill  Kibler  seemed  to  be  the  only  Redman  who 
could  find  the  range  as  he  netted  12  points.

STATISTICAL  HISTORY  OF  BASKETBALL 
IN  B.H.S. 

"The  basketball  season  of  1908  has  gone  down  in  history,  not  because  of 
its  brilliant  work,  but  because  it  is  the  seed  of  basketball  in  B.H.S.,  for  this 
season  saw  its  first  team.  The  object  of  its  organization  was  not  so  much 
to  have  a  winning  team  as  to  get  a  start  and  some  experience  for  the  season 
of  1909. 

"Previously  basketball  has  been  confined  to  college  athletics,  but  dur- 
ing the  last  season  many  high  school  teams  were  organized  throughout 
the  state,  none  of  which,  however,  accomplished  very  much  because  of 
the  difficulty  of  securing  suitable  places  in  which  to  play.  For  this  reason 
but  few  teams  would  schedule  games  with  us,  and  what  few  dates  were 
made  were  broken. 

"We  had  our  hearts  set  upon  beating  Gallon  and  a  few  others  but  the 
chance  did  not  present  itself.  Our  expectations  were  aroused  several  times 
but  each  time  we  were  doomed  to  disappointment,  for  a  few  days  before 
the  looked-for  events  were  to  take  place,  the  games  were  cancelled. 

''Although  no  games  were  played  abroad  yet  a  number  of  games  were 
played  with  local  teams,,  in  which,  with  one  exception,  B  H.S.  was 
victorious.  *   *  * 

"A  glance  at  the  list  of  players  will  show  most  of  them  are  '09  men.  It 
is  evident  to  all  observers  that  if  basketball  receives  the  support  of  the 
school,  it  will  soon  be  as  firmly  established  in  our  athletics  as  is  football 
and  baseball,  a  distinction  which  it  justly  deserves." — From  the  first  B.H.S. 
Annual,  1908.
